~The submarine Nautilus, first 
of a proposed fleet of seven 
atomic powered undersea craft, 
remained at sea on its history- 
making builder’s trials.

REWARDS AGAIN PROPOSED

Followers Died With 
Teodoro Picado Jr., 
60 Were Wounded. 


SAN JOSE, Jan. 18 (AP)— 
Costa Rica's general staff de- 
clared today rebel commander 
Teodoro Picado Jr. has been 
killed on the Santa Rosa front, 
along with 34 of his men, and 
that it has “full confirmation” 


of his death. Picado, 27-year- 
old son of a former Costa Ricah 


president, was graduated from 
it the United States Military Acad- 
ye at West Point in 1951.

The Metropolitan Transit Dis- 
trict proposal received unani- 
mous indorsement from the 
Democratic organizations of Had- 
ley and Creve Coeur Townships 
at a meeting last night at St. 
Louis County Democratic head- 
quarters, 7807 Forsyth boule- 
vard, Clayton. 

Seventy-five persons heard two 
members of the Board of Free- 
holders that drew up the plan 
explain its major provisions. 

Charles M. Warner discussed | 
the regulation of taxicabs and 

ervice cars, as Well as of busses 
E. strectcars by a District Com- 
mission, which would be estab- 
lished if the plan receives the 
approval of voters Jan. 25. 

At present, Warner pointed 
out, power to license taxicabs 
and service cars is vested in the 
City of St. Louis and in each of 
the 96 incorporated municipali- 
ties of the county in which they 
operate. Under a Transit District 
there would be a central licens- 
ing body, without taking away 
the traffic regulation authority 
of the individual communities, 
the speaker stated. The commis- 
sion would also regulate taxicab 
and service car schedules and 
fares, Warner added. 
It also was pointed out that 
approval of the transit proposal 
does not mean automatic public 
ownership of mass transporta- 
tion. Public ownership, which 
would require a separate major- 
ity vote in both the city and the 
county, was termed “the most 
misunderstood section of the 
plan” by Warner. 

John W. Giesecke, answered | 
questions about the plan, which 
he had a part in writing. 
The plan was discussed at an- 
other county meeting last night, 
jointly sopnsored by Norman C. 
Parker, Republican Committee- 
man, and Robert Young, Demo-

Your Income Tax 


Use Care in Picking Proper Form 


By Frank O'Brien 


(Second of a Series) 
WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 18 (AP). 
HE amount and kinds of in- 
come you had in 1954 deter- 
mine which of the tax forms 
you are eligible to use. 

You may have a choice of 
forms. 

In that case, your choice will 
probably depend upon whether 
you decide to accept the stand- 
ard deduction for personal ex- 
penses, or to itemize your de- 
ductions so as to get more than 
the standard allowance. 

The standard allowance is ap- 


* proximately 10 per cent of your 


adjusted gross income; that is, 

10 per cent of your total income 
after any business-connected de- 
ductions have been subtracted.
